The Rev. John Campbell, under the direction 
and at the request of the London Missionary Soci- 
ety, has performed a second journey into the inte- 
rior of South Africa, and the result of his labours 
is Just published in London, under the title of Tra- 
vels in South Africa, in 2 vols. 8 vo. 700 pages, 
with a map and coloured prints. In this journey, 
‘* Mr. Campbell, aided by advantages which are 
out ofthe reach of ordinary investigators, has push- 


ed his discoveries to aconsiderable distance beyond 
his former extreme advance in his first journey ; 
and added something“ specific, and by no means un- 
important, to our knowledge of African geography 
and civilization.’ It appears that a resident Mis- 
sionary in South Africa, of the name of Hamilton, 
accompanied Mr. C. in a part of the journey, and 
that in March, 1820, t::ese two gentlemen, a Mr. and/ 
Mrs. Moffat, and the Hottentot drivers and attend- 
ants, reached Lattakoo. Much information respect-

—I saw 
before me, at this moment, worshipping under the 
same tent, and receiving the glad tidings of the gos- 
pel with much feeling, the noted Africaner, and 
Berend the Griqua captain. Till theirconversion, 
they were mortal enemies to each other. Berend 
was brought to feel the power of Divine truth sev- 
eral years before Africaner.—When the Namaqua 
chief was converted, he sent a message to the Gri- 
qua chiefs, confessing the injuries he had done them 
and soliciting them at the same time, to unite with 
him in promoting universal peace, and the improve- 
ment of the people. 

‘“* Africaner and Berend are bothjudicious, excel- 
lent Christians, and their own feelings must have 
been strongly excited upon the present occasion. 
These patriarchal men are now kings, fathers, and 
priests in their domestic connexions. They instruct 
their families, preside among the people in the ab- 
sence of missionaries, and breathe nothing but peace 
on earth and good will to men. Thus when God 
blesses his people he makes them blessings to oth- 
ers. With all the particulars relating to these 
chiefs in view, what would infidelity have said on 
contemplating so interesting a scene ? Could her 
favourite system have exhibited such fruits, she 
would have called upon all men to fall down and 
worship her ! 

** The subject of address was—‘ The invitation 
of God to the ends of the earth to lookto him and 
him alone, for salvation.’ Berend, on this occasion, 
engaged in prayer, and Africaner knelt at his side. 
Twenty four years before this time, they and their 
respective adherents fought for five days against 
each other on the banks of the Great Orange River. 
Africaner had now some intention of leaving the 
west side of Africa, and of taking up his residence 
in the vicinity of Berend, for the remainder of his 
days.”

The English Baptist Mission to India is still pros- 
ecuted with the zeal which bas long characterized 
the Serampore Missionaries, and the Lerd is still 
giving his usual tokens of approbation. Every 
year witnesses greater triumphs of Christianity over 
Hindoo superstition than any preceding year. Be- 
sides a number of European laborers belonging to 
this Mission, there are more than 50 native converts 
proclaiming salvation ;—seventeen printing presses 
are constantly sending forth the Scriptures into 25 
or 30 different languages of the east, which, with 
other religious publications are receiving a wide 
circulation ; the seminary at Serampore for the in- 
struction of native preachers, is rising in importance 
and the prospect of great usefulness ; schools are 
established in which it is supposed more than 20,000 
heathen children are taught ; and as by these and 
other means the light of religion and science dawn - 
upon the land, idolatry falls as Dagon before the 
ark of the Lord. Indeed, whilst it is true that the 
millions are still on the side of idolatry, and compar- 
atively but few are worshipers of the true God, 
such has been the happy success of these Missiona- 
ry labors,—such the obstacles overcome, and such 
the preparations for greater operations, that it seems 
to us if the work should continue to increase in the 
same ratio that it has done within the last 20 years, 
for 20 years more—Hindostan with its millions of 
inhabitants once involved in idolatry so gross, and 
presenting so many and such formidable obstacles 
that any attempt to intreduce Christianity among 
them was considered by tmnany good people, almost 
madness—will have a fair claimto be ranked as a 
part of Christendom, and will stand as an eternal 
moument to silence opposers of Missions, and shew 
the propriety of going torth in the name of the Migh- 
ty God of the whole earth in attempting, and expect- 
ing great things.

BIBLE SOCIETIES IN ASIA. 


The Rev. Drs. Patterson and Henderson, those 
labourers and successful agents of the British Bi- 
ble Society, were, at the Jast dates, in the eastern 
part of the Russian Empire ; andas the Christian 
public has often been refreshed and edified by the 
information received from these gentlemen,—as 
every step of their progress is marked by incidents, 
at once interesting and useful, we give the sub- 
stance of their communication, dated at Astrachan, 
in August last. 

On the 23d of July they met the committee of 
Tangarog Bible Society, who have been very ac- 
tive in cultivating the field of their labours ; the 
Russians, Greeks, Italians, Armenians, and Tartars, 
in their neighbourhood, having been supplied by 
them with the Bible in their vernacular tongues. 
On the 26th of July they visited the commitice of 
the Society of the Don Cossacks, at Nova T'ckerkask, 
their capital. Here the visiters are amonga milita- 
ry people. Even their Bible Society, like most of 
their institutions, ‘‘is on a military footing.” The 
committee when met, were in full uniform, all being 
officers, and many of them of the highest ranks.— 
But foreign as their dress would seem to be from 
the peaceful object of the Society, they were ob- 
served to enter upon their duties with unusual ac- 
tivity, enterprise, and unanimity. They have col- 
lected in this Society 33,163 rubles—which sum 
has been remitted to Petersburgh for the general 
purposes of the institution ; and they have brought 
into circulation about 3000 copies of the Scriptures. 
Five shops in their capital are opened for their 
sale, and depots are established in all the principal 
settlements in the country—while the principal au- 
thorities have taken upon themselves the duties of 
correspondents and active agents. 

The Cossacks are exceedingly zealous in calling 
the attention of the Calmucs, in their vicinity, to the 
Scriptures, and their zeal is followed with great 
success—many of the Calmucs having learned to 


read with much eagerness and interest. 
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was assisted by an excellent choir of singers ; and it 
appeared like a prelibation of the general associa- 
tion of saints around the throne of God. One 
church returned 47 added by baptism the year past, 
and the total number of the church was 684. “ Be- 
hold how good and how pleasant it is for brethren to 
dwell together in unity.”

_ MISCELLANEOUS, 


We solicit the attention of our readers to the fol- 
lowing extracts, showing the danger of teaching the 
doctrines of the Bible exclusively from creeds,— 
Systems of religion have been the fruitful source of 
contention ; in discussing their merits, Christians 
are apt to lose sight of the mercy of God and the 
ruin of man ; and to support their different tenets 
with aspirit, wholly inconsistent with the character 
of the Saviour, and the humility of a true disciple. 
Such disputes are dangerous to vital piety—they 
should be avoided—they are not favourable to cha- 
rity, or acorrect understanding of the word of God. 
If we would know his will, let us go at once to his 
revelation ; we are there told that ** he who runs 
may read, and the way-faring man though a fool 
need not err.” So. Intel. 

Most people in this country, and probably even 
the majority of the people in Europe, think that 
they understand christianity ; and yet a very small 
portion of them have read the Bible with that de- 
gree of ordinary attention which they bestow on 
the common concerns of life. Their ideas on this 
subject are derived almost entirely from creeds and 
catechisms and church articles, or human composi- 
tions of some kind. The evil consequences arising 
from this are most grievous. ‘To convince our- 
selves that they are indeed so toa high degree, we 
have only to compare the two methods. 

In the Bible, we uniformly find the doctrines—- 
even those that are generally considered the most 
abstruse-—pressed upon us as demonstrations or ev- 
idences of some important moral feature of the Di- 
vine mind, and as motives tending to produce in us 
some corresponding disposition in relation to God or 
man. Thisis perfectly reasonable. Our character 
cannot but be in some degree affected by what we 
believe to be the conduct and the will of the Al- 
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acter of the Creator and the creature, they possess 
amajesty which it is impossible to despise, and ex- 
hibit aform of consistency and trath which it is dif- 
ficult to disbelieve. Such is Christianity in the Bi- 
ble ; butin creeds and church articles it is far oth- 
erwise. ‘These testsand summaries originated from 
the introduction of doctrinal errors and metaphy- 
sical speculations into religion ; and, in — conse- 
quence of this, they are not so much intended to 
be the repositories of truth, as barriers against the 
encroachment of erroneous opinions. The doc- 
trines contained in them therefore are not stated 
with any reference to their great object in the Bi- 
ble,—the regeneration of the human heart, by the 
knowledge of the Divine character. They appear 
as detached propositions indicating no moral cause, 
and pointing to no moral effect. They do not look 
to God onthe one hand, as their source ; nor to 
man, on the other, as the object of their moral ur- 
gency. They appear like links severed from the 
chain to which they belonged ; and thus they lose 
all that evidence which arises from their consisten- 
cy, and all that dignity which is connected with their 
high design. I do not talk of the propriety or im- 
propriety of having church articles, but of the e- 
vils which spring from receiving impressions of 
religion exclusively or chiefly from this source. 

1 shall give one example more of the mode in 
which the truth of God has been perverted by pass- 
ing though the hands of men. ‘The doctrine of the 
atonement through Jesus Christ, which is the cor- 
ner-stone of Christianity, and to which all the other 
doctrines of revelation are subservient, has had to 
encounter the misapprehension of the understand- 
ing, as well as the pride of the heart. This pride 
is natural to man, and can only be overcome by the 
power of the truth ; but the misapprehension might 
be removed vy the simple process of reading the
